Several intermediate performance objectives and 
corresponding criterion measures are listed for each of four terminal 
objectives for a fundamentals of child care occupations course. The 
Materials were designed to prepare students for entry level 
employsant in jobs involving the care and guidance of children. Major 
concepts include growth, develofaent^ and behavior of children; 
f undasentals of child care; daily schedules and educational programs 
for children in child care centersi techniques for working with 
individual and groups of children; information on employment in child 
care programs; development of skills in working with children; and 
basic eBployability skills.
